BOOK  REVIEW  COMMENTS  BY  WALTER  CALDWELL 

A  REBUTTAL 

It  is  ironic,  to  say  the  least,  that  Walter  Caldwell  had  the  audacity  to 
criticize  the  new  West  Virginia  book  for  not  having  many  unlisted  tokens 
that  he  has  sold  out  of  his  14,000  tokens.  The  reason  that  these  tokens 
were  not  listed  was  because  he  failed  to  notify  the  Catalogue  and  Book 
Committee  member  of  these  unlisted  tokens  during  the  18-years  since  he 
was  the  Secretary  of  the  NSCA. 

Mr.  Caldwell  also  criticized  the  book  as  being  expensive  due  to  only  500 
copies  being  printed  rather  than  1000  which  would  have  lowered  the  cost 
of  the  books.  That  statement  is  ludicrous  because  18  years  ago  1000 
copies  were  printed  of  the  last  revision  of  Edkins  Catalogue  of  West 
Virginia  Coal  Company  Scrip.  Despite  having  a  large  number  of  books 
in  his  care  turning  up  “lost”  we  just  recently  sold  the  remaining  copies 
after  18  years.  The  NSCA  had  to  store  and  care  for  the  surplus  books 
during  the  past  18  years.  Therefore,  why  print  double  the  number  of 
books  one  would  sell  in  a  reasonable  time  period  just  to  get  a  lower 
price?  Besides,  any  comparable  quality  reference  book  will  cost  no  less 
than  the  $40.00  price  we  have  to  sell  the  books  to  members  for  to  cover 
the  cost  of  production.  The  books  are  each  numbered  and  will  surely  be 
a  collector’s  item  as  well  as  an  updated  reference  guide. 

Next,  I  want  to  address  the  “ disturbing  point ”  that  Mr.  Caldwell 
mentions  when  he  wrote  in  Token  Talk ,  “one  local  collector  has  told  me 
that  foils  were  made  of  numerous  unlisted  pieces  from  Fayette  County  in 
his  collection.  None  of  these  (submitted  many  months  ago)  are  to  be 
found  in  the  new  book.”  1  inquired  about  this  statement  and  it  seems 


that  our  vice-president  Mr.  Harold  Snodgress  told  Mr.  Caldwell  that 
story.  However,  that  was  half  of  the  story  Mr.  Snodgress  told  Mr. 
Caldwell.  Mr.  Snodgress  informed  me  that  W.  E.  “Bill”  Williams,  then 
the  Chairman  of  the  Book  Committee  and  in  charge  of  maintaining  the 
foils  and  records  of  all  the  unlisted  scrip,  did  if  fact  make  the  foils  of  all 
his  unlisted  West  Virginia  coal  company  scrip  a  few  years  back.  He  had 
left  them  in  care  of  Mr.  Walter  Caldwell,  along  with  the  original  West 
Virginia  Dodrill  files.  When  asked  to  relinquish  the  foils  and  Dodrill 
files,  Mr.  Caldwell  seemed  to  have  “lost”  or  as  he  told  me,  “given  them 
to  someone  to  use  and  never  got  them  back.”  Therefore,  it  was  Mr. 
Caldwell’s  fault  that  the  foils  and  records  were  lost  as  they  were  in  his 
care.  In  the  end,  it  was  Mr.  Caldwell’s  fault  that  these  unlisted 
companies  were  not  in  the  new  Edkins  Catalogue.  He  is  also  very 
callous,  vindictive  and  besmirching  in  his  remarks.  He  takes  every 
opportunity  to  downgrade  the  NSCA  because  he  was  held  responsible  for 
losing  the  files  and  a  good  number  of  books  under  his  care.  He  resigned 
as  a  member  of  the  NSCA  rather  than  make  good  the  losses  incurred 
while  he  was  the  Secretary  and  in  charge  of  the  books  and  records.  All 
this  is  a  matter  of  documented  record. 

As  per  the  quality  and  worth  of  this  reference  book,  the  many  months  of 
labor  and  dedication  that  went  into  its  production  will  show  that  this 
book,  while  not  perfect,  is  another  step  in  providing  accurate 
information  regarding  coal  company  scrip  from  West  Virginia.  Is  it  the 
final  word?  Certainly  not,  but  I  am  sure  down  the  road  another  update 
of  this  book  will  be  produced,  and  hopefully  it  won’t  take  18  years  to  be 
produced. 

In  closing,  Mr.  Caldwell’s  title  of  his  article  in  his  ‘BOOK  REVIEW”  is 
a  fitting  description  of  his  review  in  that  it  is  entirely  ‘CALAMITOUS” 
as  well  and  untruthful.  It  is  typical  of  the  way  he  has  continuously 
sniped  at  the  NSCA  ever  since  his  “resignation”.

WASHINGTON  HENSLEY  MINE

The  information  contained  in  the  following  article  was  made  available  to  me  through 
the  research  of  D.  E.  Hensley ,  Jr.,  Gulston,  Ky.,  heir  of  George  Washington  Hensley, 
early  Harlan  County,  Ky.,  pioneer. 

In  the  late  1980’s  I  was  researching  the  history  of  the  early  coal  mines 
that  operated  in  Harlan  County,  Ky.  I  was  looking  for  coal  companies 
that  issued  company  scrip.  During  this  research  project  I  failed  to  locate 
any  company  scrip,  but  I  discovered  the  following  story  which  was  very 
interesting.  The  subject  of  the  story  helped  to  write  the  legacy  and 
heritage  of  our  great  coal-producing  county. 

The  first  recorded  coal  mine  to  operate  on  Catrons  Creek,  and 
probably  one  of  the  first  coal  mines  to  operate  in  Harlan  County  was 
located  in  the  area  of  Harlan  County,  Ky.,  near  the  area  now  known  as 
Bardo,  Ky.  The  year  was  1896;  15  years  before  the  railroad  hauled  coal 
from  the  area  in  1911.  1896  also  marks  the  year  that  Harlan  County’s 
first  documented  coal  operator  began  to  mine  coal  in  the  county.  His 
name  was  George  Washington  Hensley,  born  in  North  Carolina  around 
1838.  His  mother  was  Ruth  Edwards  and  gave  her  soon  the  same  name 
as  her  husband.  He  was  nicknamed  “Wash’s  Wash”  or  “Wash  Wash” 
instead  as  the  typical  Junior  or  George  Washington  Hensley  II.  He 
arrived  in  Harlan  County  with  his  parents  around  the  last  part  if  the 
1800’s.  He  grew  to  manhood  and  married  his  cousin,  Mary  Emaline 
Hensley,  daughter  of  Enos  “Bear”  Hensley  and  his  wife  Caroline 
Hensley,  both  North  Carolina  natives.  He  is  not  to  be  confused  with 
another  George  Washington  Hensley  who  was  born  in  1880  in  Harlan 
County  to  his  wife’s  father,  Enos  Hensley,  and  her  stepmother,  Alice  Fee 
Hensley,  who  was  the  daughter  of  Abner  and  Icy  Farmer  Fee. 

Abner  Fee  owned  considerable  acreage  with  rich  coal  reserves 
adjacent  to  “Wash’s  Wash”  Hensley’s  land  near  present  day  Liggett, 
KY.  The  Liggett  Mining  Company  purchased  part  of  the  land  and  the 
mineral  rights  to  the  rest. 


“Wash’s  Wash”  bought  200  acres  of  land  from  Noble  Smith  and  H. 
Skidmore  in  1859  at  .05  cents  per  acre.  According  to  the  old  deeds 
describing  the  land,  it  was  located  “on  the  waters  of  Catrons  Creek.”  In 
those  early  days,  .05  cents  per  acre  was  a  bargain  even  for  mountain 
land. 

“Wash’s  Wash”  mined  coal  into  the  early  1900’s  from  his  mine.  He 
sold  coal  throughout  the  area  and  an  employee,  Sam  Scott,  hauled  coal  in 
a  horse-drawn  wagon  from  Catrons  Creek  along  the  Hagen  Trail  to  the 
Martins  Fork  area  of  the  county.  “Wash’s  Wash”  had  a  son,  named 
Elijah,  who  was  married  to  Amanda  Edwards.  Elijah  and  “Mandy”,  as 
Amanda  was  more  commonly  known,  lived  in  a  small  cabin  next  to  the 
Hagan  Trail.  Since  this  was  the  main  road  into  Harlan  County  and  over 
which  goods  and  supplies  came  into  the  county  at  this  time,  the  trip  two 
days.  The  wagon  traffic  provided  Elijah  and  “Mandy”  an  ample 
opportunity  to  profit  from  their  location.  They  provided  the  overnight 
travelers,  many  who  stayed  over  night  with  them  and  other  area 
residents,  with  meals,  cakes  and  pies.  Amanda  was  well  known  as  an 
excellent  pioneer  cook. 

“Wash’s  Wash”  operated  his  coal  mine  well  into  the  early  1890’s  and 
later  sold  most  of  his  land  to  the  Harlan  Fuel  Company.  He  also  sold 
some  land  to  the  Black  Eagle  Coal  Company  and  the  balance,  the  area 
on  the  north  side  of  his  property  to  the  Kentenia  Corporation.  He 
received  around  $30.00  per  acre  for  the  prime  coal  land  of  which  he  only 
paid  $10.00  per  acre.  This  prime  coal  land  was  approximately  200  acres 
and  he  made  a  profit  of  $6,000.00.  This  appeared  to  be  a  tremendous 
profit,  however,  and  then  land  was  to  yield  countless  millions  in  later 
years.  The  coal  reserves  still  produced  countless  tons  of  quality  coal  well 
into  the  1980’s,  and  even  to  this  day. 

One  of  Elijah’s  sons  was  D.  E.  Hensley,  who  was  one  of  Harlan 
County’s  first  practicing  veterinarians.  D.  E.  was  self-taught  in 
veterinary  medicine  and  practiced  for  many  years  in  the  County.  He 
held  a  special  license  to  practice  issued  by  the  State  of  Kentucky  even 
though  he  never  attended  veterinary  school.  I  personally  Mr.  Hensley 
and  recall  how  he  saved  my  pet  groundhog’s  foot  after  it  was  injured  in 
an  accident  in  1969.  His  soon,  D.  E.  Hensley,  Jr.,  traced  his  family 


history  back  to  the  original  George  Washing  Hensley,  who  was  his  great 
grandfather. 

George  Washington  Hensley  didn’t  use  company  scrip,  but  when  the 
sold  his  property  to  the  Harlan  Fuel  Company  he  indirectly  made  it 
possible  for  the  company’s  first  owner,  Elzo  Guthrie,  to  organize  Harlan 
County’s  longest  operating  coal  mining  company.  This  company  did 
issue  company  scrip  from  1919  until  1958.  The  legacy  of  Harlan  County 
coal  production,  started  by  this  early  coal  operator,  is  a  noteworthy  part 
of  Harlan  County’s  Heritage. 


EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  MEETING 
Pikeville,  KY  -  September  27, 2002 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  James  H.  Lackey  at  2:00  P.  M., 
Friday,  Sept.  28,  2001.  In  attendance  were  W.  C.  Stump,  Secretary,  Crawford 
Blakeman,  Treasurer,  Jim  Singleton,  Editor,  Vice  Presidents  Harold  Snodgress, 
Dave  Whisman,  and  John  Podgurski. 

W.  C.  Stump  read  the  Minutes  of  the  spring  meeting.  A  motion  to  accept  the 
minutes  as  read  was  made  by  Crawford  Blakeman,  seconded  by  John  Podgurski 
and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Crawford  Blakeman  presented  the  Treasurer’s  report,  presenting  each  member 
with  written  copies.  A  balance  of  $7,858.55  was  in  the  bank  as  of  9/25/02  with  all 
bills  having  been  paid.  Motion  to  accept  John  Podgurski,  seconded  by  Harold 
Snodgress  and  the  motion  made  the  Treasurer’s  report  carried  unanimously. 

The  election  of  Officers  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  Association  for  the  next  two 
years  will  be  held  in  December  2002.  President  Jim  Lackey  appointed  a  nominating 
committee  to  be  in  charge  of  the  election.  Roy  Manis.  Claude  Travis,  Jr.  and 
Donald  Young  will  server  on  the  committee  with  Roy  Manis  being  appointed  as  the 
Chairman. 

The  Edkins  Catalogue  for  West  Virginia  Coal  Company  Scrip  Book  Project  was 
discussed  and  President  Lackey  reported  that  only  472  of  the  500  books  ordered 
were  delivered.  The  printing  company  issued  a  refund  of  funds  paid  for  the  lost 
books. 

It  was  agreed  that  if  a  members  fails  to  renew  his  or  her  dues  by  February  1,  2003 
their  name  will  be  stricken  from  the  members  list  and  they  will  not  receive  future 
mailings  of  Scrip  Talk .  Also,  if  they  renew  after  February  1,  their  application  will  be 
treated  as  a  new  member.  Motion  made  to  adopt  this  rule  was  made  by  Crawford 
Blakeman,  seconded  by  Harold  Snodgress  and  the  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

The  Auction  rules  were  discussed  and  it  was  decided  to  start  the  bid  at  a  lower  price 
than  the  mail  bid.  No  set  rules  were  adopted  and  no  motions  were  made  at  this 
time. 

The  Location  for  the  spring  meeting  of  2002  was  discussed  and  the  board  agreed  to 
hold  the  spring  meeting  in  Biuefield,  WV,  with  Harold  Snodgress  hosting  the 
meeting.  Crawford  Blakeman  was  authorized  to  explore  the  possibility  of  holding 
the  fall  meeting  in  Middlesboro,  KY,  and  the  exact  location  will  be  announced  at  the 
spring  meeting  of  2003  and  published  in  Scrip  Talk.
